Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative pointed to passages in Bouevitch, et al 
that appear to draw a distinction between a birefringent element (1 14) for separating light into orthogonally polarized 
sub-beams (Col. 5, lines 49 - 53) and "polarizing beam splitters" (144 & 146 in Figure 3a; Col. 6, lines 14-19). The 
examiner believes the more specific disclosure of birefringent elements to be a reference to a particular species of 
polarizing beam splitter, and believes the later reference to "polarizing beam splitters" to be more generic. The 
examiner did not believe the authors' use of the expression "polarizing beam splitters" was intended to be limited to 
only the structure illustrated. Applicants' representative suggested a recitation of two polarizing beamsplitters (and a 
waveplate) in the "optical unit" (as in the case of Applicants' Fig. 5). The examiner indicated that while an amendment 
to this effect might distinguish over Bouevitch, et al, the matter of "two polarizing beamsplitters" had not been 
searched, and would likely constitute a "new issue" if presented in an amendment after final. In retrospect, the 
examiner would point to the use of two beamsplitters in Figures 3a - 3d of Boiuevitch, et al. Discussed Figure 1 of the 
reference, which the examiner believes either to be schematic in nature, or to be a plan view of the lenses arranged 
with a reflective grating.
